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PREFACE 


In piefacmg the lecords of the Committee of Circuit 1772-1773 
'n-hicli are now publtslied tn extenso £oi the first time, it is a matter 
of difficulty to decide how far back preliminary explanations should go 
Eithei one must take for granted a mass of detail which is familiai 
only to students of this period, oi be lost m a maze of teohuicalifies 
before coming to the Committee of Circuit at all I propose howevei 
to select a certain faxed point and to proceed from that point to explain 
lion the Committee of Circuit came into existence, and conducted its 
work 

This fixed point will be the morning of the 2l6t March 1771, when 
John Cartier, the Governor, and his Council lead a letter of that date 
from themselves to themselves announcing that on the orders of the 
Court of Dii'cctois thei had been appointed a Committee of Bevenue, 
consisting of the nholo Council The official name of this Committee 
which must be carefully distinguished from others subsequently consti- 
tuted was “the Controlling Committee of Revenue at Calcutta” 

At this time the Company was still following Clive’s policy of 
administering Bengal thiough the agency and behind the mask of the 
Countiy power The Diwani administration which the Companj had 
assumed in 1765, was still in the hands of the “ Naib Dewan ’’ Muhammad 
Riza Khan Exactly what his relations to the revenue authorities of 
the Company were, it vas piobably as difficult to deteimine at that time 
as it 18 now It 18 sufficient for our purpose to say that in relation 
to zoinindare and laijats ho represented the Company’s revenue jurisdic- 
tion ns no other officei did, Indian or European , while at the same 
time ho acted m consultation ,i\ith the Contiolhng Council of Revenue 
at Muishidabad, and was ultimately dependent on the oiders of the 
Govoinor and Council in Calcutta 

Murshidabad uas still at this time, Maich 1771, the reienue head- 
quarters of Bengal, and the Controlling Council of Reienue at Muishidabad 
exercised immediate control in revenue matters subject of course to the 
highei nuthoiitj of the Goiernor and Council in Calcutta There was 
also a Council of Roienuo at Patna dealing similarlj iMth the revenue 
affairs of five Districts in Behai 

There were two Collect oi-s, namely of Chittagong, which was the 
Companj ’s territory, and of the 24-Pargana6 which was the Company’s 
zeinindari, and two Residents (not Collectors) at Burdwan and Midnapore 
Those four officers exeicised revenue powers in their jurisdictions m 
varjing degioos of independence and responsibility Finallj, there were 
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“ SupervisorB ” in certain districts subsequently named “Collectors" whose 
position IS to be distinguished entii ely from that of the Collectors of 
the 24-Parganas and Chittagong, and whoso non-descript functions hardly 
amounted to a definite revenue 3 unsdiction They did not, for instance, 
receive instructions as the other authorities mentioned did, to coirespond 
with the Controlling Committee of Eevenue 

The general position was still that descnhed when in February 1772 
Wairen Hastings arrived at Calcutta as Goiernor Two months after 
his ai rival he recen ed the well-known despatch from the Court of 
Directois written m August of the previous jear which announced the 
new policy of ousting Muhammad Riza Khan and taking over the direct 
administration of the Diwani It was oU the Governor and Council 
sitting as the Controlling Committee of Revenue, that the task deiolved 
of giving eflhct to this policy, and the measures adopted by them are 
recorded in a Resolution of this Committee, dated 14th Maj 1772 * 
Warren Hastings presided at the consultation and the whole document 
bears the impress of ins ideas This resolution has already been 
summansed b} Archdeacon Firminger, and will, it is hoped, in due course, 
be pnnted among the papers of the Controlling Committee of Reienue 
For present purposes it is neccssarj to reproduce ouI\ the three clauses 
constituting the Committee of Circuit with the evplanatorj no’es attached 
to each in the Oontrolbng Committee’s proceedings

111 brief tbo Committee of Circuit is setting out to tackle all the mam 
problems of administ ration lu Bengal The inclusion of the silk trade 
in Kasinibazar of aahich the Governor biniself lind acquired personal 
expeiienco 15 jenrs before, is significant 

Before proceeding to tbo details of llie Ciicnit it will be convenient 
to mention taao othei oa'enfs aahich complete the outline of revenue 
histora* foi the aeais 1771-1773 The first of these was the tiansfer 
of the Khalsa or Treasury fiom Murshidabad to Calcntta in Septem- 
ber 1772 This step aaas decided on by the Committee of Circuit 
itself aahoso pwc^rainme of business included it avill be remembered, 
the arrangements for tbo Khalsa , and it represent^ the final transfer of 
loaeuue headquarters from ^Liirshioabad to Calcntta The Council of 
Eeaeuue at Murshidabad ceased to exi^st and the Controlling Committee 
of Rea-onuo came into direct relation aaith subordinate rea-euue ofiicers 
throughout Bengal The Patna Committee, however, continued to exer- 
cise intermediate control m Behar 


At the same time theie was constituted a new revenue authouty 
m the shape of a Council of Revenue consisting of the vhole Boaid^ 
te, of the Governor and Council sitting as a Council of Revenue This 
Council also was formed on tne locominendation of the Committee of 
Circuit itself, as recorded m (ho proceedings of the 20th August 1772 
Its immediate object seems to have been to piovide an authority to 
absorb the functions of the Conti oiling Council of Revenue at Mui- 
shidabad which was to be abolished on the removal of the JChalsa to 
Calcutta Naturally it took ovei at the same time the functions of the 
Controlling Committee of Revenue which it had, in fact, leplaced under 
a new name , both the earlier aud later bodies consisting of the 
Governor and Council The last meeting of the Controlling Committee 
of Revenue was on the 10th October 1772, and three days later the same 
gentlemen met as the new Board of Revenue consisting of (ho whole 
Council The three members of (ho Committee of Circuit which was 
still conducting its enquiries in Ootoboi 1772, took then place on the 
new Board of Revenue consisting of the whole Council on the 12th 
JMarch 1773, the Committee of Circuit having concluded its w'Oik in 
February 

The Committee of Ciicuit concluded its task in 0 months — June 
1772 to February 1773 They first visited Kiishuagar where their 
proceedings lasted from lO (o 28 Juno 1772 aud they concluded (ho 
settlement of Nadia The following Mombeis weio piosont —

Then Kasimbazar was. visited, where Samuel Middleton, who was 
also one of the Members, but was at Muishidabad m connection with 
the settlement of the Huzur Zillahs*, joined the Committee Heie they 
stayed from 7(h July to 17tli September and concluded the settlement 
of Rajshalii, Lashkarpur, Muhammadshahi, Rokanpui, Johangirpur and 
Cliunakhali Warren Hastings then left the Committee and loturned 
to Calcutta, Samuel Middleton ivas appointed Resident at (he Dm bar, 
the Circuit was therefore continued by the remaining Membois with 
P M Dacres as President They then visiled Dacca, where between 
3rd October and 27th November 1772 they concluded tlio settlement 
of Dacca, Lakshmipni, Chittagong, Tippera and Sylhot Then they 
visited Rangpur where they stayed from the 16th (o the 30th Decem- 
ber 1772 They then left for Dinajpur ariiving on tlie 2nd January 
and left Dmajpur on the 26th January 1773 foi Purnea, the settle- 
ment of which was concluded between the 2nd and 9th Februaiy 1773 
The Committee’s business terminated at Rajmahal wlierc that district 
and Bhagalpur were settled between the 16th and 18th February 1773 
While the primary concern of the Committee of Circuit was with 
the Revenue settlement it has already been seen that their commission

Minutes In other cases we have only a copy of the Minute book 
without signatures or eion the names of the Members below the Minutes 
The volumes for Kiishnagar and Kasimbazar which are now published 
are of tlus kind Certain gaps in these nine volumes of proceedings 
1 have been filled by obtaining copies from the India Office who possess 
a duplicate set of these records, and sncli papers have been printed m 
at the proper place This publication mil supersede the Press List of 
the Committee of Circuit in Vol II of series I of the Bengal Record 
Room Press Lists

i^Iandate undei Ins Seal will be a Suflicicnl Indication of bis Pleasure, 
& the Officers acting by Ins Autliouiy in Consoquonce will recone 
the usual Wauants in his Name wntbout any aiiparont Iiitoi vontion 
of either tho Contioul oi Inlluoncc of the Company - 

Tun appointment theiofoie of a Naib iSub.ih foi such purposes wo judge 
unneeefsary , noi is it allow'able to suppose that our Honblo Masters 
would appiovo of our putting them lo the Charge of an Annual 
Salary of 3 Lacks of Rupees to such an oflicei meioly foi iho sake 
of giving Eclat to the Negociations, oi authenticating the Priviledges 
of thoir Rivals in Tiado, if tho Ends of an oflousible Ministiy can 
be equally answered by other means that shall not incroaoh in so 
great a Dogiee on the public Treasure, oi lefsen tlio Consequence 
of om own administration — 

But it IS not only unneeefsary, It may bo liable to much piesent 
Inconvenience and lo future Danger 

This Office of Naib Subab according to its Original Constitution 
comprehends the Supei intending of the Nabob’s Education, tho Manage- 
ment of his Household, the Regulation of Ins Exponccs, the Ropiesen- 
tation of his person the Chief Administration of Justice, tho Ifsuing 
of all Orders A Diiection of all Measuies which leapect tho Govern 
ment and Police of tlie Piovinces, tho Conduct of all public Nego- 
ciations & Execution of Treaties, in a woid every Binnch of 
executive Government - We do not mention the military Command, 
that having been by Treaty ceded to tho Company but even this 
great Charge canuot be wdiolly alienated fiom tho Naib Subah, if 
there is one, since by virtue of his Office it is his name which must 
authorize every Act of Compulsion with Regard to the European 
Companies By tho Exorcise of such extensive Powders united in 
tho same person the Rights & pierogativcs of the ancient Govern- 
ment will still be preseivcd, and tho minds of tho people mstead 
of being farniliaiiged fo the authority of the Company wiR be tagght 
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to look foiwaid, (o the I’liiio whoii tlio N<ibob shall losumo thb 
Soveieigiily aud State of lus PiedocoCsors, £iom which hia piosent 
jouth excludofa hnn- 

We aio not mCoimcd what huo oiu Suporiois mean to puisuo on 
the Conclusion of the Nabob’s Minoiity Wo can plainly see that 
\\hato\ei Faith may bo duo to Treaties subsisting on Giounds of 
vorv c nitiovoitiblo authority, a divided Goioimnout cannot last, but 
must bo profluctivo of continual Contest, aud end at Leugtli in a 
scoiio of liloodshe'd liko that uliicli wo lurvo once alioady o\peiiouced, 
Foi those Reasons it is our Duty to Suppose tho potsibility ot ii 
total Ghango of GoAOinmont by Dogioos taking place, which sliall 
Siibstiiuto cho loal Powoi which piotocls this Countij, in the 
place of that which claims Pofsefsion of it, by a Right it is 
unable to afsoit oi Support, & to piovido foi the gradual Coniplotion 
of It by such means iis can be legulaily and ^tt^tifiably exerted 
'fho Nabobs minouty incontestably alloids such moans , Since 
whatovei Share of Authority wo should leave in his Hands, 
whatoNOi Poition of the Public Rovonuo wo should allow foi his 
U80, would piovo of no Benefit to him Tho foiinoi would be 
usuipcd to gratify tho puqioses of piivato ambition, and employed 
perhaps to His Dosti notion , 'I'he latter would bo difsipated by 
tho millions of lus Couit In whose Hands can both lost with 
such propiiety as in those to which they naturally belong, and if 
at the Expiration of the Toim which shall bo fixed to his Minouty it 
shall then bo losolved to' resign to him the authoiity which his 
Rank and Station may claim, such a Cefsion will have so much 
tho inoio moiit, as tho Temptation and means of with holding it 
aio tho gi cater Whatever tlieiofoio may be tho futu-e Determina- 
tion, It IS oiu Duty to take such moasuies as may lusuio to oui 
Suporiois the Option of Acting Aocoidiug to then own Ideas of 
Justice and piopnotj, that is, to lotain Openly and in our own 
Hands the whole Conduct of Government, foi the (icsont, to 
accustom tho people to tho Sovoioignty of the Biitish Nation, to 
divide the Ofticei of tho Nizamut and to Suffei no peison to

nominated Subject io the Oontioiil of the foiinoi, who shall logulate 
and pay the Salaries ot tho Nabob’s 'Seivants and keep the 
Account of 1)18 Exponces, to be monthly tiansmitted to tho Board

The President proposes Rajah Gooidafs the son of Maha Rajah Nund 
Comai foi the Office of Dewan to the Nabob’s Household The 
mveteiate and looted Enmicy which has long subsisted between 
Mahomed Rezza Cawn and Nund Comai, and the Necefsity of 
employmg the Vigilance and activity of so penetrating a Rival to

And they fuither diiect that a Stiict Scrutiny be made into his

It 18 very evident fiom the Ordeis that it was the Intention of 
the Couit of Directois to make an entire_ ^Refoimation in Ibe 
Government of these Piovinces, and to begin with the Abolition 
of that Authority which had been established in it duiiug the 
Couise of the last Seven Yeais- Indeed if this had not been 
exprefsed it must necbfsaiily have been implied in their Commands, 
Since It was not to be expected that a New plan of Government 
would effectually take place while the Influence of the former 
Subsisted The same Man till lately had the Chaigo of the 
Nabob’s Household, the sole applicatou of his vast Stipend, 
the adminifatiation of Justice, A the Colleetion of the Revenues of 
the Piovince , in a word every Biniich of the administiatioii was 
centeied in the person of Mahmud Rezza Cawn It is tiue that lus 
Authoiity was much diminished in the Collection’s by the Institution 
of the Supei visors but he Still letained an Influence in most parts of 
the province, and in Some his Seciet powei was even Supei loi to 
that of the Supei visoi In the Direction of the Nabob’s Household ho 
acted without Check or Ooutroul 

The Nabob’s Servants were all of his Appointment, his Creatures 
and dependants These still continue in Chaige of the Nabob’s 
Pei son, and in pofsefsion of his Mind which they may be naturally 
supposed to lend to such Inclinations & purposes as may best suit 
the Views and luteiosts of their Patron - 

'Phese Reasons will justify the nomination of a Man to Supply 
the pi Ice of the late Naib Subah, who is known to be his most 
violent Opponent, and most capable of opposing him It is not 
pretended that these Ends are to be obtained merely fiom the 
Abilities of Rajah Gooidafs His Youth and Inexperience render 
him, although unexceptionable m other respects inadequate to the 
real purpose of his Appointment But his Father hath all the abilities 
pei'Sev erauce & Tempei requisite for Suoh Ends in a degree perhaps 
exceeding any Man in Bengal 
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These Talents have heietoEoro made him obnoxious to Govein- 
ment itself, and thoietore it might bo thought unsafe to tiust him 
\sith an authority so ueai the Nabob, whom ho might inspiie uith 
lus- oun Ambition, and afsist \vith the means of carrying it to 
the most dangerous Extrom’s It is pofsible that this might be the 
Gase^ weie ho immediately and foimally entuisted with the Charge 
in Question , & thoiofoie it is proposed to oonfoi it upon his Sou 
who 13 of himself incapable of making a veiy bad use of it, and 
to allow' of his acting uudei tho Influence and Instruction ot Ins 
Fathoi , who holding no Office undoi tho Nabob, and being a 
Subject of our Government may be lemovod without Eclat oi the 
least appearance of Violence, whenovoi he shall bo pio\ed, or oven 
Suspected to abuse his Trust and apply it to Designs Imitful to tho 
luteiests of tho Honblo Company - 

MiDDLEiON doliveia in the follow'ing Minute 

For tho Reasons w'hich have been so pioporlj it powerfully 
uigod by the Piesidont I entirely appime of the Choice he has 
made, in the poison of Rajah Goordafs as a Man the nioft eligible 
to Superintend tho Atlairs of the Nabobs Household, and at the 
same tune to Complete the lefoimation which the Company have 
thought nocefsaiy to be made m tho Government of this Country 

Young and inexpeiienc’d himself, without that tempoi of mind w'hich

lie without this it \vill be impofsible to make a propei Settlement 
of the Revenue, or determine on the Rights, and priviledges of 
the Talookdars - 

Ilf" Middleton gives in the following Representation on the Subject of 
tho Accounts which he is to piepaie by Desuo of the Committee 

M" Middleton’s Minute, - 

Since oui fleeting of the 7^" I have employ’d myself m taking 
the uecefsary Measures foi Supplying the Committee wth the 
Se\eial Accounts they have required in the Extract deliveied to 
me of their proceedings But as some Obstacles have ocenned in 
the Execution of such part of the Resolutions as are contained in 
the 1" & S'* paragraph, arising from Circumstances peculiai to the 
Huzzoor Zillahs, which I imagine, must have escaped the Notice 
of the Committee I think it necefsaiy, befoie I proceed further, 
to lay before them the following Repiesentation - 

From time immemorial it has been customaiy foi the Zemindars, 
on falling in Arrears in the payment of their Rent[s] to raise a 
Sum of lilonev foi that purpose by disposing of part of then Lauds 
either voluntarily, or by Compulsion of the Government These 
Lands, sometimes, are eutiiely alienated, and become dependant onlj 
on tho Khalsah", or they are annexed to tlie Domains of auothei 
Landholder who pui chases them, oi they are allowed to continue 
Muscoorj, that is under the Jurisdiction of their foimei Zemiudai 
pajing only the Tukseemy Revenue with the Rate of Taxes imposed 
on the Rest of the province but in this Case, they often afterwaids 
hnd means either by Complaints, or by tho Interposition of poueiful 
Interest, to procure an Order from the Government for their Dis- 
memberment authorizing them at the Same Time to remit their Rents 
immediately to the Khalsah — 

Fiom these several Methods of transfeiiing Lands Alterations 
have incefsantly taken place in the Zeraindarries, which for want 
of explicit and accurate Records it would now be diflicult to 
trace back to any particular period, wathout 'relying in a great 
inoasuie for oui Information on the Zemindars and Talookdars 
theuiseh es -

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Exteusno Zemindarries ha\e m the Course of Time been dismem- 
bered into a Number of mconsideiable, & indepeudant Talooks Gibers 
which now rank m tlie first Clafs ba%o been formed bj uniting together 
several small poitions of Land Obtained fiom different Zemindars- 
Silbunis affords an Instance of tho fiiat position- ilokunpoor of the 
Second Silburris formerh iviid a Revenue of upwards of a Lack 
and fifty thousand Rupees bv Succefsivo Allcmions, it is now 
reduced to lefs than 50,000 Rs If the measure in agitation should 
take place, and the ilehals, which have been separated from the 
greater Zemindarries should be reaiinexed Silburns will leceivo 
back Lauds to the Amount of about 60 0(i0 is collected from the 
presence and as Impartiality icquires that if tlie Huzzoorj Talooks 
aie deprived of the Benefit of then purchase, and reannexed, so 
those also which are absorlcd into Zemindaines should be lestored 
to their original propueior- If so Rokunpoor must not only yield 
up to Silburries us Acquisitions of about 8000 R' but being 
whoUj composed of Lands obtained from other Zemindars, it must 
by this plan of Restitution bo toiall^ annihilated 

The Khas Talooks comprehend an infinite Number of small 
portions of Land which the Nabobs Sujuh ul DowJah, Jathei Cana 
and Suifraaz Cawn selecceil from several Zemindarries, to which 
thej m general still paj the Rat, of Land Rent ougmally settled 
These being under the immediate Inspection and care of Government, 
have, by the Establishment oL Guuges, and othei Salutary [Measures 
greadj improved and now yield i Revenue much exccfdiug what 
they would bav'e produced, had they contmu’d under the Zemindars, 
and were they now to be reaunexed m all Probability a considerable 
Lofs would ensue lu the Decrease of their Value- 

Besides a Number of oilier Instances which might be pithiuced 
mauv of the Villages which Originally pertained to Bherole, Mohlind 
Coolbuneah Ac'' Some of tho Divisions of Cuttubpore, Barbuk Sing 
Futtypore Ac* which are each Separate Zemindarries have, by 
Purchase Csurpatiou, or other Means become included iii R.ijeshahy 
The Lands thus Seperaled, being long couoidered by the pofsefsor 
in the same Light as his own original Districts little Care has 
been taken to mark their respective Boundaries, and m many places 
It will now be found difiicult to distinguish them, at least to effect 
It with precision fo ascertain the Cause and Manner of each 
Dismemberment, and to arrange the Accounts afterwards in a new 
Fonu will, I am apprehensive, retard too long the important 
Operations of this Committee ,

Great pact of tho Zemuidairy of Rajeshvihy was let out to Faun 
duiing tho Ycais 117b and 1177 , and though the Mofufsil Jumma was 
considorably leduced by tho Moitdity aud Deseition which took place 
amongst the Ryots during the formei Yeai, the Farmers, be the Imposi- 
tion of Mulhules, & othei Deuces found means during the Second, 
no Illy to pay up tho Amount of thou Agreemen[<] to the Government- 
In the Yoai 1178 tho nhole Zemiudarry was let out to one Farmei, 
who, in general, with too iigid a Hand exacted the full Amount of its 
Reionues under him tho Poigunnih of Rajepoor or Meheipooi Seems to 
ha \0 paitvcnlaily Suftorod foi hndiug that the Mofiifs 1 Jumma was 
reduced to a Smaller Sum than the Amount he had Stipulated to pay 
to Government, m Older to indomnifj himself, he imposed on the Riots

Evils winch followed ai Goiibequoucos of the Famine lObtcad of heing

The Piesidont feels a Reluctance to dwell any longei on a 
Subject which has divided the Opinions of the Oommittee, and 
already engaged too much of then Attention But- he thinks it 
incumbent upon him to say something in Reply to the Objections 
which have been made to his Pioposition , because lie appiehends 
that a vory diffeiont Conclusion may be faiily diawn fiom the 
Arguments which have been woighd against it His own Inclina-

Wo have received Your Letter of the 2T‘ July with the accom- 
panying Papers We agree entirely with You m the Opinion which 
You ONpiofs of the Indecency & Disrespect which appeal tiuoughout 
tno whole of the Colleotoi’s CoiTespondence with M' Baiwell Had 
this Gentleman exceeded the Bounds of Moderation which by no 
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ileaiis appears to be the Case m the Letter wliuh drew from 

Holme’s sucli unbecoming Animadversions, it was iP Holmes’s 
Duty if he desired Itedrefs to have sought it by a temperate Appeal 
to the Board, and not to retaliate m Terms of Insult to his Superior

We now Tiansmit to You fcho Result of our Dehbeiations on this 
Snbject, in the enclosed paper, entitled “ A Plan for the Administra- 
tion of Justice”, And if it meets with Your Appiobation, we wish to-

and on tho Value of all pioperty rocovored by the Decrees of it’s 
Courts , a piactica repugnant to every principle of Justice, as it makes 
the magistiate a Party in tho Cause on which he decides, and becomes 
a legal Violation of tho Rights of pnvato piopeity committed by that 
power which should protect and Secuic it - 

It has also beau oui Aim to render the Aooefs to Justice as easy 
as pofsiblc 

By keeping exact Reooids of all judicial pioceedings it is hoped 
that these Institutions, if they receive tho Sanction of Yoiu Appioba- 
tion, will leinam fiee fiom the Neglects and Changes to which they 
would bo liable fiom a lets frequent Inspection 

Wo have judged it neoefsaiy to piopose some Exceptions to the 
Oidoi of tho Honblo Court of Direotoia for tho total Abolition of Fines 
m tho Couit of Foujdarioo All offoncos aro not punishable by Stripes 
and to Sentence Mon of a certain Rank m Life, or of a superioi 
Oasf ] to siioh a public Disgiaco would exceed tho Proportion of the 
Offence, and exten I the Punishment to ill tho Relations and Connections 
of the Delinquent To Suflor him to escape with total Impunity would 
bo ail Injustice in the othei Extiemo , In such Oases there is but 
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fcbe middle way, which we can adopt with an equal Regard to the 
Spirit oE our Honble Masters Commands, and the Rights of Justice , 
and that is, by levying the Fine upon the Offendei, but converting 
It CO a Reparation of the Injury - 

Our Motive for the Abolition of the Fees of the Cazzees and 
Muftees will best appear m the following Extract of a Minute of our 
Proceedings at Kishen-Nagui, relating to the Haldarree or Tax on 
Marriages, which for the Reasons therein afsigned We forbad to be 
levied any longer but deducted from the Setrlement of Nuddea - 
Convinced of the pernicious Eflects of so impolitic a Tax, We piopose 
to grant the same Exemption to the orher Districts subject to our 
Direction, and submit it to Your Consideration whether it wdl uot be 
proper to make it general throughout the Province - 

The same Reasons which have induced Ds to abolish the Haldairee, 
operate with equal Force against the Fees of the Cazzees and Muftees, 
whch have alwajs proved a heavy Giievauce to the poor, & an Impedi 
nient to Marriage- We have therefore deteimined on a* total Abolition 
of these and of the other lefs Dues hilheito allowed to these Olficeis, 
and to put them on the Footing of monthly Servants with fixed 
Salaries- We weie led to this Resolution not only by the speculative 
advantages winch it promised but by the Experience uhich this Countiy 
has already had of its Efiects from a similar Institution of the Nabob 
Meer Cofsim about the Beginning of the Year 1763 which /as we are 
afsured/ was productive of moie Marrl.iges than had been known to 
lake place for Years before, and Instances have been even quoted of 
Men of 40 & 50 Years of ago who till then had led a Life of 

Celibacy immediately a\ ailing themselves of this Exemption to enter 
into a State from which they had been before piecluded [ ] by 

the Want of Means to support the various Expences attending it -

llKSUMED the Conskloration o£ the Arrangement of the Iluzzoor Zcla& 
and the Suporintondance of the Dowauneo and after having maturely 
weighed and discufsed each separate Article of the Original Minute 
prepared on those subjects it is ordered now to bo eugrofs’d as 
follows - 

The GhSTLEMEN of tho Council having concurred with the Committee 
in tho propriety of removing tho Khalsa to tho Presidency, and of 
vesting tho immediate Suponntendanco of tho Rovonues in the President 
and Council, The Coiiiimtteo have now digested tho Regulations they 
would propose for iiianaging this grand Branch of the Company’s Afl.urs 
upon the Change taking place, But as a previous Meafure thereto 
they think it necefsary to regulate the future Managemenr, of the 
Districts hitherto comprohoiidcd under the Denomination of the Huzzoor 
Zcolahs, and other Objects which are therewith connected and foi these 
purposes they would propose that the following Airangements be 
adopted - 

That as Moorshedabad will Still continue to bo the Seat of the 
Residence of tho Nabob, in older to Suporiutond the Transactions of 
his Court, to keep an Eye over tho Conduct of his Guardian and his 
Dua[ ] m tho Case of his Education of tho management of his House- 
hold -to furnish the Advances of his Stipend according to tho Ciders 
of tho President and Council - to receive and ti ansmit tho Accounts of 
its Application agroably to tho Orders of tho Court of Directors and 
to attend to tho good Government of the City - A person shall remain 
at Moorshedabad in qualitv of Resident at the Durbar 

That as the Situation of this Resident will enable him to conduct 
with Rogulant) <£ Succefs the Collections of the Western Division of 
Rajeshahy, thej be Aocoi-diugly put under his Supeimtendence 

That m Order to obviate tho great Dilhculties and Obftructious, 
which have been so much complained of in the provision of the Gofsim- 
buzar Investment from the clashing of Authority between Revenue and 
Commercial Departments, the Collector of the Eastern Division of 
Rajeshahy be withdrawn, and that those Collections be alfo put under 
tho Resident at tho Durbar, who fliall further be appointed of

Having thus informed myself of the Chaiacter and Pretentions of 
the People who signed the Petitions I fhall nest inform You what I 
know myself or haao been able to learn relative to the Grievances 
set forth amongst these the fiist and most notorious appears to be 
the Charge against Rajah Davy Sing for the Commifsion of Acts of 

Extortion and Oppiefsion duiing the Famine, I cannot but observe 

that I was Struck with the utmost surprize on hearing a Charge of 
that Nature I was myself here during that Calamity and suffeied the 
greateft districts to see the extieme mifeiy to which the people weie 
reduced, but I nevei did hear either from Complaints or reports of the 
Country people that Rajah Davy Sing or his Dependants had con- 
tributed in any lespecc thereto, oi carried on any^ trade of Gram 
directly, oi indiiectly, by which he could benefit . himself oi Diftrefs 
the Country, and this I am ready to depose on oath when necefsary, 
But by ray orders as well as those of the Foujedai Mahomed Ally' 
Cawn proper people were appointed, and fent to all parts of the 
pronnce to pieveiil Monopolies, and to oblige such people as bad ^ 
f tores of Gram to bung it to the public Maikets, where it was told 
by the owners ind for their own advantage, in which the purchasers 
were always more favored than the Sellers, and of this I can bung 
ample and unanswerable 'testimonies Further, I knoiv that Kajaii 
Davy Sing did at that time exert himself with the gieatest Alacrity 
and afsignity in relieving and afsisting the pool Inhabitants of the 
'Fown of which they to this Day letam the remembiance More than 

ten thousand people were fed and kept alive heie for 5 lilonths who 
would otherwise have infallibly polished in the ftreets by receiving 
a daily allowance of Victuals diefsed and undrefsed which was 
delivered to them part at iny^ own Door and part in the town, and 
the [sic] fiom the gieat number of difcrefsed but a Small pioportion 
could come to each. Yet o\ en that little ferved to keep Life and soul 
togethoi till a luoie favourable Season they had also places of f belter 
built for them and my own principal Servants as well as those of the 
Foujedai and Da\y Sing had the overseeing of this Charity , the Fund 

for which was supplied by Seventy Rupees p diem from the Nabob 

Mahomed Raza Cawn making foi the time it was given upwards of 

7,000 Rupees Foui thousand U’ weie given by the Foujedai and two 
thousand Rupees by Davy Sing, myself and the Gentlemen here con- 
tributing as far as our Ciicumslance admitted It theiefore Surpnzed 
me the moie to hear after two Seais [sic] had pafsed an accusation 
of this Nature stilted of which I could never, from any knowledge of 
my' own, have form’d the fmallost idea— however Least I fhould be 
mistaken, I lesolved to Leave nothing undone m my power for Youi 
Satiffaction I theiefore addiefsed the Gentlemen now on the spot to 
know what they might have heard on this subject as they are 
acquainted with the Language and Capable of Conveising with the 
people, and herewith inclose under N° 1 and a then answers — 

There is also a Rersian Gentleman of a very good Name, vvho 
has taken upon liim a religious Chaiacter, and I'ctiied foi some Years 
since to Carngolah, wheie he liv'es entirely independent, and m general

can I bj an\ pofsiblo [iiquiiy heir of such Mag.izinos /Ainbarconah/ 
bolou^mg to Davy Sing as aie loprosentod in tho Petition noi that 
ho brought any Gram to Puriioa oi that Ho oven makes a piactico of 
It, and for e\crj thoub'' l\Iaunds of which he would loqmro foui or 
li\e hundred of this Couutij o\ou, thoio boing no carnage from tho 
ditlerent paits of this Diftnct to Puinoa by watoi, and thoioforo to

alludotl to m tho Petii'ons I have .Ure.idy had the Honour fiequently 
to iiifoim tho Boaid of Uo\oiiuo that tins was foimerly the esta- 
blishod moilo of Golloctioiia hero, I suppose fiom Tune iimuemorial 
and tho reason for it is pointed out m my laft Letter to Your Board

pietence I very much suspect also that the Petitioneis haie not the 
least knowledge either of tlie ladder oi Mofufsell Bmuhbuft nor are 
at all conveisant in the Accounts and Businefs of this pio\ nice -but 
bare afsertions coft nothing to the most ignorant pretenders to m ike- 
particularlj when they stake no Reputation upon it 

The Coinplaiiiauts mention that Uavy Sing has So beaten and 
marked the Ryets that they have taken to Flight and left the Country 
waste, It IS not the custom to beat and uiaifc ryets in the suddei 
Outcherrv, noi had he any thing to do w'lth them as I before men- 
tion’d, If I believe the Report of ci editable people heie, the Punish- 
ments now inflicted for procuring the Revenue beai not the smallest 
proportion to those of the Foujedars Times The disagreeable Neeef- 
sity of using soverit} to procure the Revenue is too well known to be 
expatiated upon, but I can justly say , that there were veiy few 
people punished m the Outcheiry this Year and those only Faimeis, 
and not ryets, after all other means had been meflectnilly tried. But 
one Luchmynaiit Brother of Naut Sing /who has been the principal

Having now' acquainted You with what I know on the fub- 
ject of the Grievances set forth in the Petitions, permit me to remark 
to You that I have now been two Years and a half here, daring 
which time Davy Sing has also been in Employment as Dewau, this 
Province has more outlets by which people may go and come tl a i 
there are Cofs in Ciicumference, and Publications wore made all o\ei 
the Country a Year and a half ago by order of tiie Honble the 
Court of Directoxs, Signifying that whoever was aggrieved might carry 
hia Complaint to the Governor and Oouncil, or to the Board of 
Revenue at Moorshadabad Yet notwithstanding this Encouragement, I 
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can safely say there never has Since my time any People gone down 
to Complum oicopt in the single Instance of tlie Gondwariah Ryets 
abovemeiitioried, I, theiefoie, humbly submit it to Youi Wisdom how 
fai a piobability lays of Guevances having subsited [sic], whereby so 
great a Number of people ^\elo aflected. and Yet not one of these 
Ilionld seek rediefs when pubhokly permitted to do it, and tbis m a 
Countiy whore the Inhabitants aie notoriously ready to prefer Com- 
plaints against those set ovei them And if You fhould fay how dare 
then tlie Authors of these Petitions make such Afsertions ? paidon 
me it I ofter to Your bettoi Judgement my Conjeotnies on this 
Subjoci- It has alwajs been the Custom at the City at the End of 
evoiy Year / as fai as I have seen foi the people out of Employment 
to sot on Foot Complaints against those in Office, and even to hue 
Ryots or others for that purpose, with a view to procure then lemoval 
and theu own admifsiou- In a Season of so much businefs as that of 
making the Settlement and inoie especially in the Times of the foimei 
Goi eminent it Seldom happened that there was Leisme to make an 
Enquiiy into the Charges exhibited befoie the point in View the Removal 
of the person was effected, and, thus, People complaining having litllo to 
fear from Detection, have been inddleient what they afseit, calculating 
this, rathei to move Indignation against the person aimed at, than to 
stand the tost of truth in the piesont case that the} have heard and 
soon that every appearance of having Contributed towards the Famine 
has mot with (ho seveiost lofontment of Government, they have bi ought 
in this Accusation with such barefaced and notorious Falsehood, that it 
appears to me more like a Dream than reality, being what could other- 
wise have novel entaiod into my Imagination to conceive - Added to 
these Circmnstancos the wiotchod people who aie employ’d to be the 
overt ‘\ctoi8 on these occasions. Men iiho as I have fliewn above have 
no Charaoteis to Lose, and whose situation cannot be worse- who if 
liable to Detection easily take to Flight and are no more heard of, and 
if broiiglit to Justice fuller theu Punishment without shame 

I now bog paidon for the lioiiblo I have given You m this Long 
addiefs and that Conclude with only one fnithoi remark that as Rajah 
Davy Srng is to stand bofoie You uiidoi the Disadvantage of being 
accused of horiid Crimes and Enormities it is but Justice that I fhould 
say what I know of his Chainetei and Behavioui since he' has seived 
undoi me as dewan here- which is that he is a Capable Man in his 
Office, and of groat knowledge and Experience in this piovince and that
